At this Brown withdrew his motion, 
and Johnson went on with one of his 
charactristic speeches, praying for 
harmony among the Republican mem- 
. bers: At the risk of beng called “drool- 
ing’ (reference to Senator Davis's re-. 
mark of yesterday.) Johnson said he 
.Would again call the attention of the 
members to the importance of elect- 
ing a United States Senator. They had 
met in conference for the second time, 
and it was evidently the desire of the 


members to get . together in 
some way. AS ae former mem- 
ber of Congress, Johnson said 


that he Knew the importance of having 
two Senators in. the upper house of 
Congress.

CAMINETTI BECOMES ILL. 

This mornjgg the Assembly was to 
have considered Caminetti’s resolution 
calling for the necessary amendments 
to the Federal constitution to secure 
the election of United States Senators 
by direct vote of the people, Camin- 
etti opened with an eloquent argument 
in favor of the resolution. He had not 
proceeded far, however, before his face 
iiushed and he reeled to his seat.

CABLE RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 
_Sevgral San Francisco business men 
are in Sac ento in the interest of 


a resolution which was. introduced. in 


the Senate this morning favoring the 
laying of a cable from some point in 
California across the Pacific Ocean. 
The resolution reads as follows: 
‘Resolved, by the Senate and the As- 
sembly jointly, that our Senators in 
Congress be instructed, and our Repre- 
sentatives therein be requested and 


_urged to vote for and use all honorable 


means to secure the passage of a bill 


requiring the laying of such cable and. 


also requiring that the cable may be 


laid by an American company in the 


United States; and be it further, 

“Resolved, that a copy of this reso- 
lution be forwarded by telegraph to 
Hon. George C. Perkins, and that he 
be requested to deliver a copy of the 
same to each member of the Califor- 
nia delegation in Congress.’’ 

The Senate adopted the resolution 
Without a dissenting voice. 

Late this afternoon the resolution was 
introduced in the Assembly by Bel- 
shaw. Burnett amended by requiring 
the cable to be owned, controlled and 
operated by the United States gov- 
ernment. Belshaw explained that the 
matter: comes up in Congress tomor- 
row, and that the passage of the reso- 
lution should not be delayed by any 
amendment. The amendment was 
voted down and the resolution adopted. 

“hynoweth’s Assembly Bill No. 789, 
Was passed by the Assembly this 
morning. The act is relative to organ- 
izations, officers and members of the 
National. Guard, who entered the Unit- 
ed States volinteer service in the 
Spanish-American “war of 1898, their 
priviliges and exemptions, and the le- 
galizing of orders and acts regarding 
the reorganization of the National 
Guard.of California. 

The sub-committee from the Ways 
and Means Committee of the ‘Assembly 
and the Finance and Claims Commit- 
tee Of the Senate appointed to examine 
the claims presented for publishing the 
constitutional amendments, have pre- 
pared a report which cuts the majority 
of the claims in half. Assemblyman 
Arnerich and others of the Ways and 
Means Committee are protesting 
against this action and threaten to file 
a minority report recommending that 
the Legislature allow all authorized 
claims at the price for which they were 
contracted.

JAMAICA IS. BANKRUPT. 


BRITISH COLONY ON THE VERGE 
OF A POLITICAL CRISIS. 


Uuable to Meet the Many’ Growing 
Liabilities, People Feel the Bur- 
den of Taxation, Which May 
Lend to Bloodshed — Islanders 
Cancede Nothing to Britans. 


[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT. 
KINGSTON, (Jamaica,) Feb. 28.— 


[Correspondence of Associated Press. ] 
This colony is on the verge of a po- 
litical crisis which may involve blood- 
shed. Owing to the treatment of the 
colony by the imperial government re- 
cently, -particularly the manner of 
marketing its products; Jamaica, in 
common avith the other British posses- 
sions in the West Indiés, is virtually 
bankrupt. Unable to meet its growing 
legal liabilities, the colony necessarily 
looks to Great Britain for financial aid 
and the colonial office, through Mr. 
Chamberlain, has answered, as it has 
to Barbadoes and the smaller islands, 
that aid can be extended solely on 
condition that the imperial government 
shall control the Jamaican finances 
hereafter. That would involve a 
change of the constitution—the resigna- 
tion of representative institutions and 
the acceptance of crown colony governi- 
mént. This Jamaica is not prepared 
to concede, preferring to meet its finan- 
cial crisis in some other way. That 
other way is by a drastic scheme of 
retrenchment in the too expensive ad- 
ministrative establishments. The rev- 
enue is not so much depleted that the 
country would not hold its own through 
the crisis, if the intolerable burden of 
over administration were modified. 

As under the present’constitution, the 
elective side of the Legislature con- 
trols the finances—provided a majority 
of nine of the fourteen representatives 
vote is solidly for or against any finan- 
cial measure, the government has 
never realized that at, the coming ses- 
sion this policy of retrenchment would 
be forced upon it. To-meet it has taken 
timely action. It has begun a system 
of, retrenchment that completely set 
the country by the ears. , 

In the first place, the salaries of all 
petty ‘officials, includi office ‘messen- 
ger government ing employés 
and’ court-house .cleaners, have been 
reduced 20 per cent., effecting a sav- 


fing in amounts ranging from £10 to 


£40 a year. 

Last week nearly half of the State- 
paid district medical officers who are 
attached to the Civil Service Bureau 
(but they cannot practice and make 
a living in the country districts) were 
summarily discharged without. notice— 
among them some who have 
their posts for more than forty years. 

Besides this, orders have been is- 
sued to close down several of the dis- 
trict public hospitals in some of the 


Yesterday the Governor issued war- 
rants convening the Council for March 
14, and at the same time he let it be 
understood that his intention is to avail 
himself of his constitutional preroga- 
tive to increase the official side of. the 
house, so as to give the: government 
‘a clear majority. One eléctive seat is 
vacant, the occupant of another is out 


to be occupied this session. 

Thus the government is prepared to 
force the country, under a _ pretense 
of constitutionalism, to accept the con- 
templated change of constitution. 
But it is not without the gravest sig- 
nificance that a general mobilization of 
the entire military forces Was ordered 
simultanecusly with this announce- 
ment. ‘ The mobilization began this 
morning at Port Royal. 

This really means that the colony is 
to be coerced and terrorized into sur- 
rendering its constitutional govern- 
ment. Whether this scheme will suc- 
ceed or not without a grave and high- 
ly sensational crisis, remains to be 
seen.

GERMAN AFFAIRS IN CHINA.

BERLIN, Feb. 28.—During the ses- 
sion today of the Budget Committee of 
the Reichstag, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Baron von Buelow, made a 
statement relative to affairs in China.

Everything possible was - done 
rescue him, but slow progress was made 
until the fire was extinguished by let- 
ting the water run into the firebox. 
Wet blankets were hung up ¢o protect 
the fireman from the steam as much 
as possible. At times the water poured 
over him from the flume which passed 
under the track. 

As day wore on he was ir great dan- 
ger from the rapidly-rising water, and 
it was apparent that if not soon re- 
leased he would drown. His head was 
kept out of the water by men standing 
in the stream, holding him wp. At one 
_time, the only chance to savé him from 
death seemed to be to cut off his leg. 

Fortunately, however, the’ wrecking 
train arrived in time to prevent this. 
The brave fellow was in this perilous 
- position six hours, and bore his suf- 
fering heroically. Upon examination, 
his injuries are ‘less serious than at 
first supposed. His left leg is scalded 
above the knee, and his right ankle and 
foot are sprained and scalded.

GUAM AND WAKE ISLAND. 


Raising of Old Glory Over Those 
"Distant Possessions. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 28.—The 
steamer Gaelic, from Hongkong and 
Yokohama, via Honolulu, arrived to- 
day. The Associated Press represen- 
tative at Honolulu sends the following 
news, dated February 21: 

Commander Taussig, of the Ben- 
nington, is the first American Gover- 
nor of Guam. | 

The Américan flag went up over the 
new Aferican possession at 10:30 a.m., 
February 1. It was raised over .Fort 
Santa Cruz, in the harbor of San Luis 
d’Apra, the main harbor of Guam, and 
saluted by the. guns of the Benning- 
ton. Simultaneously it was raised over 
the government buildings at Agana, 
five miles distant, and was saluted by 
a battalion from the Bennington and 
a company of native militia with. a field 
battery. 

The paymaster of the Bennington is 


| the United States collector of revenues 


for Guam. Everything is quiet and 
orderly. The American flag was also 
raised over Wake Island by Com- 
mander Taussig. 

The United States collier Brutus, 
Capt. Cottman, arrived at Guam from 
Manila January 1, and sailed: from 
there at 5 o’clock p.m., February 1, 
having coaled the, ‘Bennington and par- 
ticipated in the flag-raising ceremonies. 

By the Brutus, Commander Taussig 
sent the following letter, dated Jan- 
uary 30, to Maj. N. A. Bartlett, of 
this city: 

“There was no flag flying over the 
island, and as the government had as- 
sumed control of the island, I, as the 
senior officer present, made our pay- 


master the collector of revenues, such. 


as they are, and will direct the hoist- 
ing of the flag on the Ist of February, 
on the government building. The treas- 
ury is empty, but I believe that the 
employés have all been paid up to 
the list of February, at least some of 
them have.” 

Capt. Cottman, of the Brutus, says 
that all the stories of revolt in Guam 
against the United States’ authority 
following the dparture of the Charles- 
ton, are pure fiction.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Temperature Above Normal But Not 
Enough Rain Falling. : 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 28.—The De- 
partment of Agriculture has prepared 
the following summary of the weather 
and erop condition prevailing in Cali- 
fornia for the week just passed. 

The temperature has been slightly 
above normal for the week. Light 
rain has fallen at Eureka and in some 
portions of Southern California, but 
not sufficient to materially . benefit 
growing crops.

NEW YORK March 1.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Rudyard Kipling made no 
gain of strength today, and yet he lost. 
none. His breathing has become freer 
and the heroic, oxygen treatment has 
been discontinued, but there has been 
a threatening spread of inflammation 
of the upper lobes of both lungs that 
counterbalanced any gain. 

The hopes of the watchers at his bed- 
side have risen on the results. of. the 
last twenty-four hours, and. yet the 
crisis has not been passed. Heart 
failure, a spread of inflammation that 
produces. congestive effects and. col- 
lapse, may come at any time. Any 
one of the three would quickly bring 
death for the patient, reduced by his 
acute suffering for nine days. There is 
still high fever, with lapse of uncon- 
sciousness and delirium. 

The actions of those in attendance 
during the day were indicative of 
hope. Dr. Theodore Dunham said that 
a fair inference from the morning bul- 
letin was that Kipling was slightly bet- 
ter. One of the trained nurses said 
Kipling Lad passed a comforiable n gnt, 
was much improved, and when the 
nurse left, was resting quietly. Dr.

“DEWEY NEEDS BASKETS. 


Steel Variety for Coaling Ships Have 
Asked For. 
fA. I. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Washington says 
that the Navy Department here re- 
ceived the following cable. dispatch 
from Admiral Dewey: - 
“Secretary of the Navy, Washington; 
Require 3000 steel coaling baskets. 
[Signed] ‘“DEWEY.” 
As this was the only dispatch that 
had been received from Admiral Dewey 
since that of Friday last, which caused 
such excitemens, officials found a good 
deal of comfort in the negative fact it 
exhibited that evidently nothing very 
exciting in the naval line had occurred 
at Manila’ since the immediate pres- 
ence of the Oregon had been requested 
for ‘political reasons,’’ but aa the same 
time every one was as much in ‘the: 
dark regarding the admiral’s request 
for such a large number of articles 
that have never been used by the navy 
as they were three days ago regarding 
the urgent necessity for the Oregon’s 
presence. 
There was much specalation as to 
why Admiral Dewey could not purchase 
all the ordinary coal baskets he wanted 
in Hongkong, and there was:a dispo- 
sition: to question whether he would be 
able to use more than 1900 baskets if 
he had them. 


100 laborers, each with a basket, con- 
sidering the character of the wharfage 
facilities at Cavite, . where a larger 
}number of coal heavers might crowd 
each other off the little wharf. 
Officers who coaled ships much of the 
time in the West Indies in the recent 
war say they have never seen any steel 
baskets. Heavy bags, holding eight or 
ten bushels, were used most of the 
time, and especially from _ lighters 
alongside, where baskets had _ been 
used, They were of the ordinary con- 
struction, costing about 10 cents each 
and having the additional advantage of 
floating when they fell overboard, as 
they: frequently did. It is believed that 
some of the foreign ships at Manila 
must be equipped with baskets made 
of steel, which have attracted Admiral 
Dewey's favorable notice, for none are 
known in the commissary in this coun- 
try. Patent baskets of the smaller size 
have more than once pressed on the 
notice of the naval authorities, but they 
have not been purchased on account 
of two seriqus objections, that of great 


| expense and inability “to float.‘ They 


cost from ten to fifteen times as much. 
as the wicker baskets and thirty times 
as much as a wheat sack. : 
Admiral Dewey during the years from 
1889 to 1893 purchased the coaling bas- 
-kets the navy needed, and none of 
them were of steel. However, the con- 
fidence of the Navy Department in the 
admiral is such as to carry tonviction 
that he must have sufficient reasons, 
whether political or not, for everything 
he asks, and an effort will be made to 
send the 3000 steel baskets to him if 
‘it requires’ specially-chartered 
steamer or two ¢o carry them.

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—Orders have 
been issued to the hospital ship. Relief 
to sail for Manila at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, and to move atas great 
speed as is safe. It is expected she 
will start on Thursday afternoon. This 
is sooner than was thought possible a 
week ago. The engineer of the Reliéf 
think she can reach the Philippines in 
forty-four or forty-five days.

BRITISH BARK GALATIA CLAIMED 
BY FURIOUS WAVES, 


Part of the Crew Rescued by the_ 


Garton—Steamer 
Hamburg Stranded—All Hopes 
for the Pickton Abandoned. 


Cruiser Meteoro Grounded. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
DARTMOUTH (Eng.,) Feb. .28.—{[By 
Atlantic Cable.] The British steamer 
Garton, Capt. Willis, from Brunswick, 
via Norfolk, for Bremen, arrived here 
today, having on board the second of- 
ficer and six cf the crew of the British 
bark Galatia, Capt. Lewis, of St. Johns, 
N. B., from Tark’s Island, with 
for Boston, reported February 18 to 
have been abandoned, waterl: oseee and 
dismasted. 
The Galatia was abandoned on Feb- 
ruary 15, at which time she was in a 
sinking condition. Previous to that 
the bark ‘had experienced _ terrible 
vieather, and began ta leak rapidly. 
On February 15, Capt. Lewis, the chief 
officer, steward, stewardess and three 
seamen, left her in the only remaining 
boat, the others hav ing been stove in 
during the gale. | 
The boat was lost sight of in a 
furicus gale, and the second officer 
considers it impossible for her to have 
weathered the storm. The same even- 
ing the Garton hove in sight and took 
off the remainder cf the crew of the 
Galatia at a great rsk.~ The high seas 
running prevented the beat launched 
by the Garton approaching the bark, 
so the men on board the latter donned 
life jackets and were hauled through 
the water. 
Capt. Lewis, ace cording to the second 
officer, toe’: with him all the provisions 
and left the remairder of the crew on 
board the sinking ship, although he 
adds that there was room for all in the 
beat. which hung about the bark until 
1:30 p.m., and then rowed off.

GLOUCESTER (Maes. Feb. 28.— 
Capt. William Corkum, of the fishing 
schooner Mondega. which arrived at 
this port from a fishing trip today, 
preught news that the overdue steamer 
Moravia, Capt. Ferguson, which sailed 
from Haniburg for Boston, January 158, 
was wrecked on the northeast bar of 
Sable Island, ebout February 12. The 
Moravia was making her last trip for 
the Hamburg-American line, as she 
had been sold recently to the Sloman 
line of New York. She was almost 
three weeks overdue, and it was 
thought that the jelay was owing to 
some trouble wah her machinery: 
The steamer carried a cargo of gen- 
eral merchandise, mainly for: Boston 
firms. Both vessel and cargo ‘were in- 
}sured. She hada crew of about thirty.

SHADE OF COMPLEXION COUNTS. 


TINGE OF AFRICAN IN THE BEST 
BLOOD IN THE LAND. 
_ 


F. F. Vs Displeased, but Army Of- 
ficers, Educators, Scientists, . 
and Musicians are of the 
Dusky Race, 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

MATANZAS (Cuba,) Jan. 20.—Speak- 
ing of the trouble that Americans in 
Cuba are encountering in their task of 
reconstruction, it should be borne in 
mind that there are two sides to every 
question and that the Cubans them- 
selves may not be without their trou- 
bles -at the hands of Americans. So 
difficult it is for people of different 
blood .-and temperament, born and 
reared to other traditions and customs, 
to look at things from the same point® 
of view. For example: Not least among 
the problems of reconstruction is the 
social and political status of the col- 
ored. ‘“‘man and brother.”’ In benighted 
Cuba the shade of a man’s complexion 
has never been greatly considered, 
and one finds dusky Othellos in every 
walk of life. To the F. F. V. element 
of Americans—full of the race prejudice 
which exists nowhere on earth with 
such venom as in the Land of the Free 
—the smallest approach to equality is 
simply intolerable. The present cloud 
on.the horizon of happy reconstruction 
—at first no bigger than a man’s hand, 
but now foreboding a tempest—arose 
When a restaurant keeper from Ala- 
bama refused a seat at his public table 
to the mulatto colonel of a Cuban regi- 
ment. The | southerner had been 
brought up that way and was perfectly 
sincere in the declaration that he would 
see himself in a warmer climate than 
Cuba before he would insult his Ameri- 
}can guests “by seating a d—d nigger 
among them.” To the colonel:in ques- 
tion it was a novel and astonishing 
experience, and is of course deeply re- 
sented by all his kind in Cuba, -where 
the color line has never been thought 
of—for the reason that African blood 
may be found, in greater or less degree, 
in some of the richest and most in- 
fluential families of the island. There- 
fore—as it is not probable that a tem- 
porary influx of foreigners will be able 
to draw the line very taut in the land 
to which the colored man was born— 
it would manifestly be the part of 
wisdom for -those who cannot endure 
it to return to the Home of the Brave, 
where their inherited race prejudice 
may have full swing. 

Had the Moor of Venice lived in this 
country he would Nave found no reason 
for the remark, ‘“‘Mistake me not for my 
complexion,” for few Barbantios would 
have objected to him aS a Son-in-law 
on that account. In high life and low, 


mixed with the Latin, has been as 
often stained with the African as 
adulterated with the Anglo-Saxon. Nat- 
urally, “the shadowed livery of the 
burnished sun” is no disgrace among 
these Creoles. In the creme de la 
creme of the aristocracy are mulatto 
families—growing whiter with each 
generation—which have. been rich and 
powerful since away back to the days 
of their forgotten ancestors on the 
Congo; and others with tolerably fair 
complexion, whose peculiar kink of 
hair and shade of finger tips betray the 
dusky drop which in America would 
be- fatal to all social aspirations. In 
Havana you need not be surprised to 
see Creole belles on the fashionable 
Prado—perhaps Cuban-Spanish, Cuban- 
English, or Cuban-German blondes—_ 
promenading with negro officers in 
gorgeous uniforms; or octoroon beau- 
ties with hair in natural crimp, riding 
in carriages beside White husbands, or 
lighting up an operahouse -with the 
splendor of their diamonds. One of the 
finest houses in Matanzas is owned by 
a Viscount of once fabulous wealth; the 
color of whose spouse it would be a 
stretch of courtesy to call café au lait.. 
There was a wedding in the old eathe- 
dral the other day, attended by the 
elite of the city, the bride being the 
lovely daughter of a Cuban planter, the 
groom a burly negro, black as the ace 
of spades. Nobody to the manner born 
has ever dreamed of objecting to this 
mingling of colors, therefore, when 
some newly-arrived foreigner—possibly 
an ignorant fellow who has no -status 
at home worth mentioning—declares 
that nobody but those of his own com- 
plexion shall sit in‘a public dining- 
room, there is likely to be trouble. — 
When the war began the population 
of Cuba was a little more than one- 
third black; now the population is of- 
ficially reckoned as 525,684 colored, 
against 1,631,600 white. In 1898 two 
negroes were serving as secretaries in 
the Autonomist Cabinet. The last regi- 


ment that Blanco formed was of negro

volunteers, to.whom he paid—or rather 
promised to pay, which is quite another 
matter, considering Blanco’s habit—«he 
unusual hire of $20 the month, thereby 
showing his appreciation of the. col- 
ored man as & soldier. If Gen. Weyler 
evinced any partiality in Cuba it was 
for the black Creole. During the ten 
years’ war, which ended twenty years 
ago, his cavalry escort wads composed 
entirely of colored men. Throughout 
his latest reign in the unlucky island 
he kept black soldiers constantly on 
guard at the gates of the government 
palace. While the lilustrated papers 
of Spain were caricaturing the insur- 


| gents as coal-black demons, with horns 


‘and’ forked toe nails, burning cane- 
fields and butchering innocent Span- 
iards—the Marquis of Tenerife chose 
them for his royal bodyguard.” 
By the way, the lieutenant-colonel of 
his guard was a Spanish-French ne- 
gro, bern it. New Orleans, who 4vas 
once a servant of ex-Senator Pinch- 
beck of Louisiana. Before the war he 
was a peaceful chiropodist in Havana. 
Today he displays a dazzling array of 
| military decorations, is chief of the 
fire brigade and-an power in 
local politics. He also owns a tri- 
weekly newspaper which is principally 
filled with reprint from the American 
press, of lynchings and roastings at the 
stakeof negroes in our Southern States, 
and invariably points the moral and 
adorns the tale by arguments against 
annexation to the United States. 
As everybody knows, one of 
greatest generals of the day, consid- 
ering his environment, was Antonio 
Maceo, the Cuban mulatto hero, who 
for tavo years kept the Spanish army 
at bay and led them a lively quick- 
step through the western provinces to 
the very gates of Havana. As swift 
on the march as Sheridan or Stonewall 
Jackson, aS wary and prudent as 
Grant himself, he had inspirations of. 
military genius whenever a crisis arose. 
PIt is not generally known that Marti- 
nez Campos, who owned his final de- 
feat at Colisea te Maceo, was a sec- 
ond cousin of tk2s black man. Ma- 
ceo’s mother, whose family name was 
Grinan, came from the town of May- 
ari, on jhe north coast of eastern Cuba, 
where all the people have Indian blood 
in their veins. Col. Martinez del Cam- 
pos, father of Gen. Martinez Campos, 
was once military governor of Mayari. 
While there he loyed a beautiful girl 
of Indian and negro blood, who be- 
longed to the Grinan famiiy and was 
first cousin to Maceo’s mother. Mar- 
tinez Campos, Jr., the future gen- 
eral and child of the Indian girl, was 
born in Mayari. The governor could 
not marry his sweetheart, having a 
wife and children in Spain, but when 
he returned to the mother country ‘he 
took the boy along. According to 
Spanisna law, .the town in which one 
is baptized is recognized. as his legal 
birthplace; so it was easy enough to 
legitimatize the infant Campos. He 
grew up in Spain, and when sent to 
Cuba as captain-general to his ever- 
lasting credit be it said that one of his 
first acts was to hunt up his mother. 
Having found her, old and poor, he 
bougiht a fine house in Campo Florida, 
the aristocratic suburb of Havana, es- 
tablished her therein and cared for her 
tenderly till she died. The cousins, 
though on opposite sides of the awar, 
befriended each other. in many in- 
stances, and it is said that more than 
once Capt,-Gen. Campos owed his life 
to his unacknowledged relative. Anto- 
nio Maceo’s devotion to the cause ot 
Cuba libre was like that of a mother 
to her child. Money could not buy him, 
nor specious promises deceive and he 


by his principles. (His half-brether, 
José Maceo, was captured early in the 
war and sent to that dreadful African 
prison, Ceuta, avhence he escaped, later 
on, with Quintin Bandera and others 
of his staff. 

The last-named negro colonel is to- 
day a prominent figure in Havana. 
“Quintin Bandera’’ means “fifteen | 
flags,” and the appellation was  he- 
stowed upon him by his grateful coun- 
trymen after he had captured fifteen 
Spanish ensigns. Everybody seems tu 
have forgetten his real name, ani 
“Quintin Bandera’ he will remain in 
history. While in the African pera! 
settiement. the daughter of a Spanish 
staff cfficer fell in love. with him. The 
little kiind archer who laughs at lock- 
smiths induced her to assist his es- 
cape and flee with him to Gibraltar, 
and there he became a British subject 
and married his rescuer. She’is of 
Spanish and Moorish descent, and is 
said to be a lady of education and re- 
finement; at any rate, she taught her 
husband to read and write and feels 
unbounded pride in his achievements. 

The noted Gen. Jesus Rabi of the 
Cuban army is of the same mixed b!ood 
as -the Maceos—Indian, , ‘negro and 
Spanish. Another ‘well-known negro 


commander is Gen. Flor Crombet, 
vshose patriotic deeds have been 
dimmed by his atrocious cruelties. } 


Somebody has aptly characterized him 
as the Dessalines of Cuba, and Anto- 
nio Maceo its Toussaint l’Ouverture. 

Among all gold-lace-bedizened 
officers now swarming Havana none 
attracts more admiration than Gen. 
Ducasse. a tall, fine-looking mulatto, 
who was educated at the French mili- 
tary school of St. Cyr. He is of ex- 
tremely polished manners and undeni- 
able force of character, can make a 
brilliant address, and has great in- 
firence anf®ng the masses. To eject 
such a man as he from 4' third-rate 
foreign restaurant in his own land 
would be deemed sufficient cause for 
a call to arms. His equally celebrated 


brother. Col, Juan Ducasse, was 
killed last year in the Pinar del Rio 
insurrection. 


Besides these sons of Mars, Cuba has 
considered her history enriched by the 
achievements of colored men in. peace- 
ful walks of life. The memory of 
Gabriel Cancepcion.de la Valdez, the 
mulatto poet, is cherished as that. 
of a saint. He. was accused by the’ 
Spanish government of complicity in 
the slave insurrection of 1844, and con- 
demned to be shot in native town, 
Matanzas. One bright mornin in 
May he stood by the old statue o er- 
dinand VII the Plaza d’Armas, 
calmly facing a row of muskets along 
whose shining barrels the sun glinted. 
The first volley failed to touch a vital 
svot. The brave victim, bleeding 
from several wounds, still stood erect 
and pointed to his heart said in a clear 
voice: ‘“‘Aim here.” 

Another mulatto author, educator and 
profound thinker was Antonio Hedina, 
a priest and professor of San Basilio 
the Greater. He acquired wide repu- 
tation as poet, novelist and ecclesias- 
tic. both in Spain and Cuba, and was 
selected by the Spanish academy to de- 
liver the oration on the anniversary _ of 
Cervantes’s death in Madrid. 

His favorite Cuban pupil was’ Juan 
Gualberto Gomez, the mulatto 
journalist. who been im- 
prisoned time and again for 
offense against the Spanish press 
laws. Sefior Gomez, whose home is 
in Matanzas, is now on the shady side 
of 40, a spectacled.and scholarly-look- 
ing man. After the peace of Zanjon 
he collaborated in the periodicals pub- 
lished by the Marquis of Sterling. In 
1879 he founded in Havana the news- 
paper La Fraternidad, devoted to the 
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M. Meline, with 270 votes.

Equally. famous as a journalist is 
Sefior Nestor Ponce de Leon, who 
shows scarcely a trace of the African 
blood in his veins. Sefior de Leon was 
born in Havana about sixty years ago, 
but on account of his revolutionary 
newspaper. La Verdad, was exiled and 
his property confiscated in 1869.* Since 
then he has resided mostly in New 
York. His book, El Libro de Sangre 
(The Bloody Book,) attracted : much 
attention last year; and he is now pub- 
lishing a monumental work, the Tech- 
nical English-Spanish Dictionary. 

Another beloved exile from the land 
of his birth is Sefior José White, the 
Cuban Paganini. His mother was a 
colored woman of Matanzas. 
age of 16. José wrote a mass for the 
Matanzas orchestra and gave his first 
concert. With the proceeds he entered 
the conservatory of Paris, and in the 
following year was awawiled the first 
prize as Violinist among thirty-nine 
contestants. He soon gained an envi- 
able reputation among the most cerle- 
brated European violinists, and 
|covered with honors, returned to Ha- 
vana in January of 1875. But his 
songs were sometimes of liberty, and 
in June of the same year the Spanish 
government drove him out of the 
country. Then he Went to i'razil, and 
is now president of the Conservatory 
of Music in Rio de Janeiro. 

One might go on multiplying similar 
incidents indefinitely. Some of the 
most eminent doctors, lawyers and 
eollege professors in Cuba are more 
~or less ‘darkly “colored.” In the 
humbler walks of life, one finds them 
eVerywhere as carpentérs, masons, 
shoemakers and plumbers. ~~ In the few 
manufactories of Cuba, a large propor- 
‘tion of the artisians are negroes, espec- 
iallv in the cigar factories."

INTERESTED IN FIRES. 
Citizen’s at Never. 

Seeing Apparatus Leave the Howse. | 

[New York Sun:] “I always go toa 
fire when it's anywhere in my way, and 
oftén when it's considerably out of it; 
everything about the fire department 
interests me immensely, just as I sup- 
pose it must, in more or less degree, 
every Citizen,’ said a New York. man. 
“But though I have been to many fires 
I have never seen the actual start of 
but one. This was in @ buginess: street, 
in the summer, in the quiet hours of 
farly evening, when it was still light, 
but the street almost deserted. 

“I saw 
tently at the upper story of a building, 
and. then I saw him scoot around the 
eorner and 
from the rear. Tnen he ran back to 
the front again and looked up there. 
This time he could see, and I could, 
too, for that matter, just the faintest 
trace of smoke coming out of thg top 
edge of one of the upper windows you 
never would have noticed it TH the 
world if you hadn't looked @or it.

It was on a hot day in summer 
and. L- was coming down an uptown 
avenue in a horse-car, jogging along

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A HEAVY RESPONSIBILITY. 

Certain Senators and Representa- 
tives have seen fit, in the course of 
the recent discussions in Congress, 
treaty and the 
Army Reorganization Bill, to make 
measly remarks about the President, 
to denounce his “policy” (without 
knowing what his policy is,) to inveigh 
against ‘the shooting down of innocent 
Filipinos,” the “invasion of the rights 
of the people of the Philippine Isl- 
We have had this 
sort of rot from the Demo-Populist 
side of each house of the American 
Congress for some months past. | 

With ‘the exception of perhaps half 
a dozen men, all told, in both houses, 
(who are sincere but too’ narrow to 
grasp more than one idea at a time,) 
the Congressional animadversions 
against the President and his methods, 
“imperialism,” 
“forcible conquest,” “enslavement of 
the Filipinos,” etc., have been made 
for political effect, and in therankest 
spirit of demagogy. The men who 
have thus sought to embarrass the 


. administration, to becloud the pending 


issues, and to make political capital 
out of the serious contingencies of 
the war, have assumed a very heavy 
responsibility. It is not improbable 
that before the end of this matter has 
been reached, these men and _ those 
who join fortunes with them, will 
have occasion to regret their action. 
The course which they have pursued 
and are pursuing can hardly fail to 
meet the severe condemnation of the’ 
American people, whenever the people 
have a fair chance.to express their 
opinion on the subject in a straight- 
forward, unequivocal manner. 

In the Senate, on Monday, Senator 


Pettigrew of South Dakota denounced 


the Army Reorganization Bill, and 
declared that the increase in the army, 
for which it provided, was designed 
“to coerce the people of the Philip- 
pines and to deprive them of their 
liberty.” Mr. Pettigrew predicted that 
“the effort to destroy the liberty and 
the lives of the Filipinos’ would prove 
“the blackest chapter in the history 
of the United States.”’ He said that 
he had voted to support the President 
at the beginning of the war, but that 
the President was no longer entitled 
to his confidence. “I believe it is the 
declared, 
remain in session indefinitely, if nec- 
essary, to prevent the Executive from 
pursuing a course toward these people 
that would forever blacken the name 
of this great republic.” 

Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts, joining 
forces with the Democratic opposi- 
tion to the administration, denounced 
the bill as a measure designed “to 
provide an army to make war upon 
the people of the Philippines.” In 
the House; Mr. Carmack of Tennesse: 
declared that the volunteers in. the 
Philippines “were being treated un- 
fairly;” that “they had enlisted in the 
cause of liberty and humanity, but 
were being used to foster greed and 
ambition.” 

A caucus of the Democratic members 
of the House was held in the hall of 
the House on Monday evening, at 
which the followihg declaration of 
principles and the accompanying reso- 
lution were adopted: 

“We hold that the Constitution of 
the United States was ordained and 
established for an intelligent, liber- 
ty-loving and self-governing people 
and cannot be successfully applied to 
a people of different virtues and con- 


ditions. We therefore hold thata 
colonial policy is contrary to~ that 
theory of our government and _ sub- 


versive of those principles of civil lib- 
erty which we have been taught io 
cherish. We believe with the Decla- 
ration of Independence that all gov-

Philippine Islands, and assert their 
determination, when an independent 
zxovernment shall have 
therein, to transfer to satd govein- 
ment upon terms which shall be rea- 
sonable and just to all rights secured 
under the cession by Spain, and there- 
upon leave the government and cecn- 
trol of the islands to their people.” 

The men who adopted these resolu- 
tions—though many of them are from 
the Southern States—apparently for- 
got that in 1865 the Federal govern- 


“/Ment resumed sovereignty over the 
people of the South without “the con-- 


sent of the governed.”” These men of 
the South now acquiesce in that re- 
sult, and few of them claim {ft was 
accomplished by unconstitutional 
means, but all—or nearly all—ac- 
knowledge that it was for the best. 

But the paramount issue as regards 
the Philippines is not one of the fu- 
ture but’One of the present. The time 
has not yet arrived for us to decide 
what our future course in the Philip- 
pines is to be. Our future action must 
be determined in large part by. the 
events of the future. The raising of 
the question as to our future policy at 
this time, is premature, uncalled-for; 
unpatriotic, unwise, unjust to the 
President, and it trenches closely upon 
the forbidden ground of disloyalty 
to the government. The men who 
have raised this issue and who are ex- 
ploiting it, for political purposes, are 
inviting an unwelcome reward of 
shame and humiliation. 

This government has one plain and 
simple duty to perform in the Philp- 
pines, and it is a duty of the present, 
not of the uncertain future. ‘That 
duty is to suppress the Aguinaldo in- 
surrection as quickly as possible, and 


quisite to the accomplishment of the 
desired result. We are responsible 
for the preservation of peace in the 
islands, by. virtue of the obligations 
incurred when Admiral Dewey's guns 
destroyed the Spanish fleet, and re- 
incurred when the Treaty of Paris 
transferred to us the sovereignty held 
by Spain for four hundred years pre- 
viously. We cannot evade this re- 
sponsibility. We must meet it in a 
manner which will be creditable to 
the American name, and which will 
conserve the best interests of human- 
ity and of civilization. The President 
is meeting this grave crisis In such 
manner, and he is entitled to the 
earnest support and codperation— of 
every loyal and true American. We 
can settle the questions relating to 
the future of the Philippines after the 
insurrection has been suppressed and 
order has been restored throughout 
the islands. No progress in the right 
direction can possibly be made until 
these things shall have been accom- 
plished. 
In the mean time, such utterances 
as those above quoted serve only to 
prolong the unequal and _ causeless 
contest in the Philippines; a contest 
as foolish as it is futile. The utter-

_ LIQUOR AND LICENSES. 

Since the Police Commission de- 
cided to enforce more strictly the mid: 
night and Sunday-closing regulations 
for the saloons, which of late have 
been to a great extent ¢ dead letter, 
the saloon men have been discussing 
among themselves the best means of 
remedying what they consider the un- 
just features of the present situation. 
Many of them do not object to the 
Sunday-closing of saloons, and some 
Sunday, even if 


most of them complain of is the fact 
unevenly upon 
salcon-keepers, as compared with 
those Who conduct drug stores, restau- 
rants and soda fountains, where much 
liquor is sold, on the quiet, every 
day in the week. It is claimed, in 


the drug stores of Los Angeles one 


“nay purchase a drink of whisky any 


day in the week. Then, again, at 
most of the restaurants cocktails and 


Similar refreshments may be obtained, 


while at some of the restaurants, on 
Sundays, beer and wine is dispensed 
in “original packages’ which do not 
hold more than half a’ pint. 
tion, there are the grocery stores, 
which, while they do not sell !iquor by 
the drink, do an immense business in 
wines and spirits by the bottle. In 
fact, the show windows of.some of our 
fashionable -grocery establishments 


sometimes contain nothing but liquors” 


and cigars. These people pay no li- 
céense for selling liquor, while the 
saloon men pay about $65 a morith to 
the city and county for the privilege 
of dispensing alcoholic beverages. 
The Mayor proposes’ that a license 
tax of $50 per month be levied on all 
places where liquor is sold, wholesale, 
retail, by the bottle, drink, gallon or 
tank. This license he recommends 
should be paid, not only by keepers of 


‘saloons, but by restaurant keepers, ho- 


tel men, druggists and all who sell 
liquors for any purpose, except drug- 
gists who sell only on prescription by 
physicians. Mr. Eaton believes tha‘ 
in this manner the law will not only 
be made equable, but that it would 
also increase the revenue of the city 
about $30,000 a year. | 

As to the further suggestion of the 
Mayor, that possibly saloons might 
be permitted to keep open on Sundays 
and after midnight, by paying an ad- 
ditional tax for each privilege, there 
will be much difference of opinion 
among the public, as there always has 
been in regard to this question. The 
voters of Los Angeles declared several 
years ago in favor of the Sunday 
closing of saloons, ahd there is no 
reason to believe that a majority of 
them have since changed their opin- 
ion on the subject. As to the taxing 
of places other than saloons which sell 
liquor, there can, however, be little 
difference of opinion, except amorg 


“those who would be directly affected- 


by the change. The suggestions of Mr. 
Eaton are good ones, in the main, and 
the Council would do well to act upon 
them.

SERGT. WINN’S INTERESTING AC- 
COUNT OF THE CITY. 


Military ‘Affairs as Viewed by an 

_ Intelligent Regular Soldier in 

‘Brig.-Gen. Otis’s Brigade—Opin- 

fons of Insurgents and Possibil- 
ities of the Islands. 


Sergt. H. H. Winn, whose wife has 
been living..with her mother, Mrs. 
M. S. Crary, at No. South Hope 
street, has returned from Manila, hav- 
ing been honorably discharged from 
the service after seven and a half 
years in the United States Artillery. 

He was a member of Battery G, Third 
Artillery, and ranked as a first-class 
gunner. He left San Francisco on June 
27, last for Manila, with his battery, 
serving first under Brig.-Gen. Green 
and later under Brig.-Gen. Harrison 
Gray Otis. His battery arrived at Ma- 
nila on the -evening.of July 31, just 
in time to hear the gurs*of the first 
engagement between the American and 
Spanish troops, and took part in one 
of the later battles. He was detailed 
to the commissary department in 
charge of the Spanish prisoners, after 
the surrender, and thus had oppor- 
tunity for familiarizing himself with 


many features of life in the Philip-| 


pines, and being a bright young man, 
his views of the people and the isl- 
ands are of considerable interest. 
One of the amusing features which 
he relates is that of the battle with 
the Spaniards in which he participated. 


The insurgent troops were then woerk- | 


ing as allies.of-the Americans, and 
Were stationed in the center. When 
the charge was made on the 
‘Spaniards, who were: - defending 
Manila, the American troops 
forged to the front and closed in in 
front of the insurgents, preventing 


‘them from entering the city, which 


they wished to sack. Perceiving the 
predicament in which they were. placed 
the insurgents endeavored to pass 
around the American troops, but were 
again headed off from the city, and 
were at no time permitted to enter 


the city. 


Sergt. Winn describes the Filipinos 
as being very intelligent people, while 
one in fifty of them is well educated. 
He believes that they have great pos- 
sibilities, but has no confidence in their 
ability 10 govern themselves until edu- 
cation has become more general. The 
natives are very shrewd in trade, driv- 
ing hard bargains. 

From what the could learn, the unciv- 
ilized inhabitants of the interior are 
by no means the blood-thirsty wretches 
they are so often said to be. He never 
came in contact with them, but he says 
they are spoken of on the island as a 
peaceable people. 

Being a petty officer, his opinions are 
those of an intelligent man in the 
ranks, and are of, especial interest for 
that reason. Speaking of the relation- 
ship which exists between the officers 
and the men of the ranks, he says 
there is no friction avhatever between 
the general officers and the men, and 
all of the latter speak in high praise 
of their commanders. Active service 
has tended to break down the barriers 
which exist between the officers and the 
privates to a certain degree, and has 


resulted in a warm feeling between the, 


men and their commanders. There has 
naturally been a little friction between 
the men and the lower commissioned 
officers, but as they have become more 
familiar with one another and avith the 
duties imposed upon them, this has 
tended to disappear. 

The health of the.soldiers is good, 
said he, except in cases where the boys 
are themselves to blame. There are a 
good many camp-followers, and some 


of the boys have been drinking to ex-]j 


cess, the saloons of the city doing a 
thriving business, and the native drink 
is of a character to kill at forty rods. 
Barring these two sources of trouble, 
the boys are enjoying, generally; excel- 
lent health, and the condition of Sergt. 
Winn would seem to bear out the state- 
ment. 

Up to the time when he left Manila, 
January 11, before any of the battles 
with the insurgents, the troops were 
given every liberty compatible with 
good service, being detained between 
11 a.m. and 3 p.m., however, on ac- 
count of sanitary regulations, the heat 
of those hours being so great as to 
make it desirable that the men remain 
as quiet as possible. Before he left 
there were frequent calls to arms, and 
a fight was looked for daily. 

The question of rations is one which 
naturally comes home to the men of 
the ranks, and Sergt. Winn declares 


‘that the officers are doing everything 


in their power to keep up the standard 
of the rations, though they have great 
obstacles to overcome.

Dr. Hughes Seems to Demonstrate 
That en Esteemed Contempor- 
ary’s Calculations Will not Hold 
Water—Statistics from Authen-« 
tie Sources os His Backing. 


It had been hoped that there might 
be an end to the discussion on tHe 
subject of vaccination, 

ut the controversy is being kept alive, 
and in-order that the pro side may be 
Riven a hearing, space is given to the 
following communication: 

LOS ANGELES, Feb, 28, 1899. 

(To the Editor of The Times: ] In the 
‘Herald of this morning occurs the fol- 
lowing: “A very eminent practitioner 
and medical author, Dr. Creighton, of 
London, writing in the’ Encyclopedia 
Britannica, shows that in one small- 
pox epidemic in Bavaria in 1874, among 


29.429 had been previously vaccinted; 
.and that of the 4884 persons who died 
of smallpox during the epidemic, 2994 
had been vaccinated. These. are the ‘of- 
ficial figures, and they prove that in 
that instance, at least, vaccination was 
worse than useless.” 

Instead of proving that vaccination 
was worse than useless, these figures 
show the remarkable efficiency of vac- 
cination. There were 30,742 cases, of 
Which 29,429 had been vaccinated, and 
1313 ‘hadn’t been vaccinated: and of 
the 4884 deaths 3994 were of people that 
had been. vaccinated, and 890 were of 
people that had not been vaccinated. 
In other words, of the 1313 cases that 
had not been vaccinated, 890 died, a 
mortality of nearly 70 per cent. (67.7,) 
while among the 29,429 cases that had 
been vaccinated, 3994 died, a mortality 
of only 13.5 per cent. There were just 
five times as many deaths in propor- 
tion among the unvaccinated as there 
were @&mong the vaccinated; in other 
words, those that had been vaccinated 
had five times as many chances of get- 
ting well as the unvaccinated. 

These figures certainly do not prove 
that-in- that instance ‘‘vaccination was 
worse than useless;” for if the 29,429 
had not been vaccinated, instead of 
3994 dying, the deaths would have 
been about 20,000, so that vaccination 
in this instance saved the lives of 16,000 
people. 

These figures are, however, about the 
least. favorable for vaccination that 
can be given. At that time the im- 
portance of revaccination was not un- 
derstood, and the vaccinations were all 
from arm to arm, or dried scabs were. 
used to vaccinate with. A great many 


| cases of supposed vaccination were in 


reality merely innoculations of pus, re- 
sulting in running sores and blood poi- 
soning, no vaccine virus whatever be- 
ing in the material. In many other cases 
vaccine virus was used, but it was con- 
taminated, so that the result was a 
genuine vaccine pustule blood 
poisoning. If everybody had been re- 
vaccinated, an(d if pure virus had been 
used, the results would have been 
much more favorable. For example, in 
1897 and 1898 an epidemic occurred in 
Middleborough, Eng., a city of 80,000 
inhabitants. The cases appeared as 
rapidly as seventy-five in a day, and 
were treated by the erecting of tempo- 
rary isolation houses. A thorough 
study of this epidemic showed that 10.2 
per cent. of the unvaccinated popula- 
tion were attacked by the disease, and 
only 1.1 per cent. of the vaccinated. 
Nearly half of the cases that had not 
been vaccinated died (45.93 per cent.,) 
while among the vaccinated the mor- 
tality was only 8.46 per cent., and only 
one case that had been revaccinated 
died (Lancet, April 23, 1898.) There is 
no doubt whatever that a great deal of 
harm can be done by careless and un- 
cleanly vaccination, and if humanized 
virus be used syphilis may be commu- 
nicated. Butif pure glycerinated virus 
is used, and if, during as well as sub- 
sequent to the operation, strict clean- 
liness be enforced, the risk ,is infini- 
tesimal, and if revacecination’ be prac- 
-ticed the protection against smallpox 


is almost absolute.

‘Patrick Kearney Died from Rupture | 


of an Aneurism. 

After the body of Patrick Kearney, 
was found:dead Monday afternoon at 
his residance, No. 519 Commercial 
street, was removed to. Garrett’s un- 
dertaking parlors an autopsy was per- 
formed on the remains by Dr. Dunton, 
and yesterday Coroner Holland, af- 
ter learning the result of the autopsy, 
pronounced it a case of death from 
natural causes, and decided that an 
inquest would be unnecessary. 

The autopsy revealed the fact that 
deceased had been suffering from fatty 
degeneration of the heart, and that 
the immediate cause of death was due 
to the ruptute of an aneurism of the 
aorta. 

There were no marks on the body to 
indicate foul play and there was only 
a small bruise over the right eye, made 
by deceased striking his. head on the 
mop-board when he fell to the floor.

his rights. 

“This board fully realizes that it is 
the provnice of the City Council to de- 


-termine upon the ordinances - which 


shall be enacted for the regulation of 
liquor selling, and that it is the duty 
of the board to see that such ordinances 
are observed. The petition which has 
been referred to the board by the City 
Council asks for the repeal of the Sun- 
day-closing and midnight-closing -ordi- 
nances. In the event that the City 
Council shall decide to repeal either 


or both of these ordinances, this board 


would submit the following recom- 
mendations:

He said it was a law that was directed 
wholly against saloon-keepers, «nd the 
police, seeing that the resiaurants took 
advantage of the law and sold liquor, 
so that it made little difference in the 
number of drunks whether the salcons 
were open or not, had not endeavored to 
enforce the law against the saloons, be- 
cause thé law was manifestly unfair. 
He asked that the several members of 
the board give some expression of opin- 
ion as to their views on the petition of 
the saloon men, for the reason that the 
saloon men desired to know whether 
the commissioners thought there was 
any necessity for a change in the regu- 
lations. 

Commissioner Pascoe stated. that he 
thought the saloon men had _  i=just 
grounds for complaint. He believed 
that the present law should be en- 
‘forced to the letter, its very. enforce- 
ment, or the effect of that enforce- 
ment, being the best means of deter- 
mining whether it was a good law or 
not. If it became obnoxious. threugh 
enforcement it would be an indication 
that it was not a good law.. He for 
one was ready to adopt the sugges- 
tiens of the Mayor. He believed that 
all persons, firms or corporations who 
sold liquor sheuld be placed cen the 
some footing with reference to the pay- 
ment of license and that the same reg- 
ulations should apply to all. ar 

Commissicner Goss entertained the 
same ideas. He said the Mayor's sug- 
gestions were excellent, but. there 
might be some changes in them which 
would meke them better. He could 
not then point out any improvement, 
however. The question then arcse 
whether the members should take up 
the Mayor’s suggestions then or con- 
sider them privately before takirg final 
action. There wes some discuss'on of 
the matter. and it was final'y dee'ded 
to take un the entire question at a spe- 
cial meeting th's afternoon at 2 o'cloek, 
at which time the committee of the 
saloon men will be in attendance. 
SALOON MEN'S DOUBLE-DEALING. 
As instructed ai the last meeting of 
the board, Chief Glass reported in de- 
tail all the cases of alleged violations 
of the closing laws that had been dis- 
covered by the police and detectives. 
The list was a long one, and it was 
discovered that a rumber of those who 
were reported as having violated «he 
law were among those who had signed 
the petition asking a repeal of the 
closing ordinances. When the _ saloon 
men formed the organization for their 
own protection and decided to present 
the petition to the Council «hey left 
the details of the matter to a commit- 
tee of five. That committee was given 
all the power that they desired, and 
they prepared the petition which jas 
circulated during the latter part of 
last week. Among other things prom- 
ised in the petition was that the sign- 
ers thereof would assist the authori- 
ties in the rigid enforcement of the 
present laws. They pledged themselves 
to obedience to the laws while the 
matter was before the Council. In spite 
of this assertion, a number of them 
not only violated the law ¢hat Sunday, 
but, according to the report of the 
Chief, they were caught at it. This 
had the effect of. placing their commit- 
tee in an unpleasant attitude, and so 
much did the members of that commit- 
tee resent the action of their own al- 
leged supporters, that, immediately 
after leaving the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, they called another meeting 
of the saloon men, forthe purpose of 
making their report. The meeting was 
held in a Spring-street saloon, and was 
a decidedly warm ‘one. The members of 
-the committee warned the other mem- 
j"pers that, if they expected the com- 
“mittee ¢o accomplish anything, they 
must live within the law while the ef- 
‘forts in their behalf were being made. 
The fact that some of the petitioners 
had been violators of the law was“hot 
overlooked by the members of the Po- 
lice Commission, but whether that fact 
will at all influence their Actions wil 
not be known until the matter is taken 
‘up today. 

REPORTS ON VIOLATIONS. 
“The activity with which the police 
obeyed their orders to.enforce the clos- 
ing laws last Sunday was indicated by 
the voluminous report of the Chief on 
the subject. He had detailed almost 
the entire detective force, and a. num- 
ber of patrolmen for the work, and each 
of them made a report of what they 
had observed. The report covered 
twenty or more pages of manuscript: 
and ranged from a description of ‘the 
failure of the officers to secure a drink 
at suspected saloons to the description 
of how they were able to secure all 
the drinks they desired. When the re- 
port had been read, and it was shown 
to the “commissioners that there had 
“been a large number of violations of the

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Law-violating Snioon-keepers Must 
Defend Their Licenyes. 

-The afternoon session of the board 
was called to order soon after 1 o'clock 
and was even more important to many 
of the saloon Keepers than the morning 
session had been. The saloon question 
was -the principal subject considered. 
and: that consumed nearly the entire 


afternoon. At the outset, Commissioner , 


Coss again called attention to the fact 
that some of the reports of the offi- 
cers who were looking for Sunday- 
closing violators were that they had: 
been refused admittance to saloons, 
although they knew that there were 
persons inside the places. The commis- 
sioner stated that saloons were semi- 
public vlaces, and were always open 
to inspection by the police. He there- 
fore moved that it was the Sense of 
the commission that hereafter, when- 
ever a saloon keeper refuses to admit 
an officer into his place, knowing him 
to be such, and when such a report was 


‘made to the’ board, the license of that 


saloon.keeper should be revoked with- 
out a hearing. The motion was unan- 
imously adopted. a 

The report of the Chief with refer- 
ence to Sunday-closing violators was 
then taken up, but befére each particu- 
lar case was considered, there was a 
long discussion of the license ordi- 
nances with reference to restaurants. 
The city ordinances covering the sub- 
ject and the license records of the 
City Clerk's office were produced and 
carefally read. Deputy Clerk Saun- 
ders was sent for to explain how the 
licenses were issued. It was found that. 
‘n order to keep within the law, any 
holder of a restaurant license Who sold 
liquor must do s~ not only in original] 
packages in quantities of not less than 
a pint, but such drinks must only ac- 
company a bona fide meal. On this 
showing the commissioners declared 
that the mere serving of embalmed 
sandwiches, small pieceS of sausage 
and other lunch, clearly intended to be 
an evasion of the law, would not be 
considered in future, and that the 
regulation requiring original packages 
of not less’ than a pint should be en- 
forced. Inasmuch as there was a wide 
difference in the renorts as to the ex- 
perience ofthe poiice at the various sa- 
loons visited, it was decided that all 
reports as to saloons that have restau- 
rant licenses, about which there was 
any possible doubt as to their having 
violated the law, should be referred to 
the Chief for further investigation. It 
was also ordered that the Chief notify 
all such saloon keepers that hereafter 
the commission would insist unon the 
rigid enforcement of the original-pack-: 
age law, and that with reference to

Throughout the morning and after- 
noon session the representatives of the 
two companies,-which are offering the 
city a police signal system, waited for 
another hearing. The matter was 
taken up efter the saloon question had 
been disposed of, and for half an hour 
there was a repetition almost of the 
same arguments that had been made 
at the last meeting. Mayor Eaton 
asked City Electrician Francis to pre- 
sent an estimate of the cost of insta!- 
lation of the two systems. He desired 
to know just what each of the systems 
would cost complete, and in working 
order. Mr. Francis pointed to an es- 
timate that he had made more than a 
year ago on the Gamewell system, in 
which he had estimated the cost of 
installation at $5000, which, added to 
the company’s bid, would make the 
total cost $14,975. As to the cost of the 
other system, Mr. Francis stated that 
‘it was .impossible for him to give as 
close an estimate, owing to the differ- 
ence in the character of the econstruc- 
tion work required. He said, however, 
that to put the Cregier system in ov- 
eration would cost in addition to the 
arieine|] eost of the apparatus between 
$9000 and $11,000, or possibly more. This 
would’ make the total cost between 
$13.500 and $15,500. 

. This led to an animated discussion 
by the twod agents and the City Elec- 
trician, during the course of which 
Agent Cregier filed a written statement 
with the board in which he intimated 
that he had not -received fair treat- 
ment, although he did not charge as 
much.

YILLING OF SEA BIRDS MADE A 
MISDEMEANOR, 


Egrets, Pelicans, Gulls, Seals and 
Sea Lions All to Be Preserved. 
Maximum Term of Imprisonment 

-— Fixed at Six Months. 


~The ordinanéée providing for-the pro- 
tection of sea gulls, egrets and pelicans 
Was passed by the Board of Super- 
visors yesterday, after an extended 
hearing. 
An old ordinance has protected, the 
seals and sea lions, and the question of 
their being a detriment or not to the 
fishing industry, was really raised With 
the object of having that old ordinance 
_ abrogated, and license given to fisher- 
men and hunters to kill seals and sea 
jions wherever found. 7 
The fisherman and hunters at San 
Pedro have héretofore been represented 
by Attorney Ladd, but in his absence 
from the city yesterday his daughter 
took his place. The young lady first 
preserfted two petitions from the San 
Pedro fishermen and others, each bear- 
ing about thirty to forty signatures, 
wherein protest was made 
contemplated ordinance. 
Robert M. Brown, a fis 1 
a statement to the’ board, wherein he 
tried to show how disastrous the seals 
were to the fishermen. He said that 
each seal ate from sixty to eighty 
pounds of fish.per day, and that while 
ten years ago good fishing was to be 
had in San Pedro. Creek,today no fish 
are found there. Mr. Brown explained 
this change by the fact of there being 
a rookery in the creek from whence go 
out about sixty-five seals to devastate 
the waters of the bay, and tangle up

~Julius Seick appeared in behalf of 
the San Pedro Chamber of Commerce 
and pointed out the obvious value of 
the gulls as scavengers. L. T. Garn- 
sey of Redondo also strongly urged 
that the gulls be protected, as _they 
are in New York, San Francisco and 
other seaboard cities. He gave it as 
his opinion that were it not for the 
gulls cleaning away the offal along the 
Jine of beach, business might as well 
be given up at Redondo; but volun- 
teered the suggestion that if the fisher- 
men would make an onslaught upon 
the porpoises they Would protect the 
fish, indeed.

MISSIONERS WILL RECOMMEND. 


Mayor Eaton Presents Ris Plans. 
Twenty Saloon Men, Alleged to 
Have Violated the Law, Must 
Defend Their License—Serious 
Development of Smallpox.

While the front 
doors of the saloons were closed during 
the hours when the sale of liquor was 
prohibited, no man who was troubied 
with a thirst Fad the least difficulty in 
slaking it. Many saloons continued to 
business on Sunday and after 
hight, under cover of restaurant H- 
censes, and others kept their side doors 
open without resorting to any b'‘ind 
whatever. It is safe to say that for 
at least nine-tenths of the time since 
the enactment of the -Saanday-closing 
and ‘midnight-closing ordinances, they 
nave been practicaHy a nullity. 

“Soon after the present Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners came int» office the 
Chief of Police was instructed by the 
board to see that ¢hese ardinances were 
strictly enforced. 
th's order, every effort has been made 
to compel a general observance of these 
laws, and there has probably never 
been a time since their enactment when 
there has been so little illegal selling of 
liquor after midnight and on Sunday. 
As was to be expected, there have been 
vigorous protests from the saloon-kKeep- 
ers, and hotel proprietors have com- 
plained that.a rigid enforcement. of

siderable time in the city. The board 
_has insisted, however, upon an abso- 
impartial enforcement a’ the 
law. The number of arrests made by 
_the police shows that these instructions 
have been carried out. 

“But in the attempt to enforce these 
ordinances some

Sreatest of them arises from the fact 
(hat any salocn keeper may, at merely 
nominal expense, take out a restau- 
cant license in additon to his saloon 
license. thereby gaining the right te 
keep open at all -hours and to selJ 
liquor in ‘vriginal pacgages’ with meals 
Needless to Say, this right is constantiv 
used as a cover for violations of. the 
ordinance, and detection and convic- 
tion under such circumstances are ren- 
dered exceedingly difficult. 


Situation is the fact that even if these 
ordinances were strictly observed’ by 
_Salocn Keepers, this would not step the 
sale of liquor on Sunday and after mid 
| night. Many restaurants do practi- 
cally a saloon business at times when 
saloons are required to be closed. This 
'is obviously a great injustice to the 
saloon Keeper, who pays a license of 
$50 a month, while a restaurant pays 
but $2. No business is so heavily taxed 
as that of the saloon keeper, and he 
may naturally expect some degree of 
protection. If this is not accorded, the 
temptation to evade the law is ma- 

terially increased. e 

“Still another unpleasant feature of 
these ordinances is the fact that they 
offer a constant temptation to dishon- 
est saloon keepers to bribe policemen, 
so that infractions of the law may be 
overlooked. 

“It is undoubtedly true that a_large 
/ amount of liquor is constantly sold by 
drug stores, which pay no liquor li- 
cense, and this is naturally regarded 
by the saloon keeper as an invasion of 
his rights. 

“This board fully realizes that it is 
the provnice of the City Council to de- 
termine upon the ordinancés which 
shall be enacted for the regulation of 
liquor selling, and that it is the duty 


“are” observed. The petition which has 
been referred to the board by the City 
Council asks for the repeal of the Sun- 
day-closing and midnight-closing ordi- 
nances. In the event that the City 
Council shall decide to repeal either 
or both of these ordinances, this board 
would submit the following recom- 
mendations: 

“(1.) That a uniform license fee of 
$50 per month be imposed upon all per- 
sons, firms or corporations engaged in 
selling liquor, either wholesale or re- 
tail. including proprietors of restau- 
rants who sell liquor with meals; pro- 
vided, however, that druggists who sell 
only upon prescription by some regu- 
larly licensed physician shall not be 
required to pay such license. 

“(2.) That if the Citw Council shall 
see fit to repeal the midnight-closing 
ordinance, new 
enacted imposing an additional license 
fee of $10 per month upon all liquor 
sellers who sell between the hours of 
/midnight and }.0’clock a.m. 

“(3.) That if the City Council shal 
see fit to repeal the Sunday-closing 
ordinance, a further additional license 
of $10 per month shall be imposed upon 
all liquor dealers who sell on Sunday. 

“(4.). In the event of the adoption 
| of the foregoing suggestions, no place 
/ holding a $50 license for the sale of 
| liquer should be permitted to do a res- 
i taurant business on Sunday, or after 
_midnight, unless the additional licenses 
' imposed for selling liquor at such times 
tare vise vaid.

Robert Kern presented an important 
metter when he asked whether the pur- 
pose “was \to make the applicants for 
restaurant licenses secure the consent 
of a majority of the owners of prop- 
erty fronting on the block on waich 
thev intended to do business. This the 
commissioners were unab.e to answer 
at once. and said it was a matter ‘that 
would have to be considered later, ut 
as it was simply a matter of detail it 
other im- 
provements in present conditions were 
brought about. Mr. Kern said the 
saloon men. preferred a repeal of the 
present laws, while the changes in the 
régulations were being prepared. They 
desired nothing unreasonable, but what 
they wanted was prompt action, fur 
the reason that every day the present 
regulations were in force means a 
greater hardship to the sa,oon-Keepers 
who wish to live up to the iaw. 

Kol. King said it was not wichin the 
province cf the saloon men or of the 
eommittee*of them to make sugge-- 
tions to the Board of Plice Commis- 
sioners for the reason that the drug- 
gists, soda-water fountain proprietors 
and restaurant men. might see in the 
suggesticns that they. might make a 
direct antagonism to their business. He 
Wanted it understood the saloon men 
were antagonizing nobody. Wrat th:y 
desired was contained in their petition, 
and they had no wish to go turther. 
Commissioner Goss suggested that the 
law had never been enforced s nce it 
was enacted. To this Mr. King replied 
that the very fact that it had not been 
enforced was responsible for the par- 
ticlity ‘now shown in its enforcement. 
He said it was a law that was directed 
wholly against saloon-keepers, ond the 
police, Seeing that the resiaurants took 
advantage of the law and sold liquor, 
so that it made little difference in the 
number of drunks whether the salcons 
were open or not, had not endeavored to 
enforce the law against the saloons, be- 
cause the law was manifestly unfair. 
He asked that the several members of 
the board give some expression of opin- 
ion as to their views on the patition of 
the seloon men, for the reason that the 
saloon men-desired to know whether 
the commissioners thought there was 
any necessity for a change in the regu- 
lations. 

Commissioner Pascoe stated that he 
thought the saloon men had _  =just 
grounds for complaint. He believed 
that the present. law should be en- 
‘forced to the letter, its very. enforce- 
ment, or the effect of that’ enforce- 
ment, being the best means of deter- 
mining whether it was a good law or 
not. If it became obnoxious threugh 


.that it was not a good law. He for 
one was ready to adopt the sugges- 
tions of the Mayor. He believed that 
all persons, firms or corporations who 
sold liquor sheuld be placed en the 
some footing with reference to the pay- 
ment of license and- that the same reg- 
ulations should apply to all. : 

Commissicner Goss entertained the 
same ideas. He said the Mayor's sug- 
gestions were excellent, but there 
might be some changes in them which 
would meke them better. He could 
not then point out any improvement, 
however. The question thén arcse 
whether the members should take up 
the Mayor's suggestions then or con- 
‘sider them privately before taking final 
‘action. There wes some discuss’o of 
the matter. and it was final'y deec'ded 
to take nun the entire question at a spe- 
cial meeting th's afternoon at 2 o'cloek., 
at which time the committee of the 
saloon men will be in attendance. 
SALOON MEN’S DOUBLE-DEALING. 

As instructed at the last meeting of 
the board, Chief Glass reported in de- 
‘tail all the cases of alleged violations 
of the closing laws that had been dis- 
covered by the police and detectives. 
The list was a lang one, and it was 
discovered that a rmumber of those who 
were reported as having violated she 
law were among those who had signed 
the petition asking a repeal of the 
closing ordinances. When the _ saloon 
men formed the organization for their 
own protection and decided to present 
the petition to the Council «hey left 
the details of the matter to a commit- 
tee of five. That committee was given 
all the power that they desired, and 
they prepared the petition which was 
circulated during the latter part of 
last week. Among other things prom- 
ised in the petition was that the sign- 
ers thereof would assist the authori- 
ties in the rigid enforcement of the 
present laws. They pledged themselves 
to obedience to the laws while the 
matter was before the Council."In spite 
of this assertion, a number of them 
net only violated the law ¢hat Sunday, 
but, according to the report of the 
Chief, they were caught at it. 
had the effect of placing their commit- 
tee in an unpleasant attitude, and so 
much did the members of that commit- 
tee resent the action of their own al- 
leged supporters, that, immediately 
after leaving the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, they called another meeting 
of the saloon men, forthe purpose of 
making their report. The meeting was 
held in a Spring-street saloon, and was 
a decidedly warm one. The members of 
the committee warned the other mem- 
bers that, if they expected the com- 
mittee ¢o accomplish anything, ‘they 
must live within the law while the ef- 
forts in their behalf were being made. 
The fact that some of the petitioners 
had been violators of the law was not 
overlooked by the members of the Po- 
lice Commission, but whether that fact 
will at all influence their actions will 
not bé known until the matter is taken 
up today. 


REPORTS ON VIOLATIONS. 


The activity with which the police

ber and fancied to myself the types of 
men who would vote for a Burns for 
Senator or who would follow a princi- 
ple to the end, which jin this case 
meant Grant. Outer motives cannot 
always be guessed in advance, but the 
inner motives which stamp their marks 
upon the human countenance may oft- 
times be real, and I had made my poll 
of the Burns vote ere even a bailot 
Was taken. Some names have been 
subtracted from or added to the list 
since then, but in the main it rests un- 
changed. I was less fortunate in my 
choice of Grant's. followers, though 
aided here by the furrows of suffering 
and the bronze insignia that mark the 
men who followed the old flag, but the 
field was larger than the campus 
whereon the Burns tents were pitched, 
and the eye's judgment is less sure the 
Greater the distance it travels. Yet 
where I picked Grant's men, one -by 
One, I found in greater dégree that 
steadfastness for principle which is 
claimed by all factions lined up in this 
memorable battle. 

There is loyalty and loyalty, and in 
testing this quality in a legislator the 
powerful factor of environment must 
not be overlooked. Ex-Assemblyman 
Guy of San Diego discussed this point 
with me today, and we recalled the 
incidents of the Duckworth scandal of 
two years ago. 

“Do you know,” he said’ to me, “I 
have always thought I would like to 
tell you why I voted for Duckworth. I 
vag vg were surprised that I did 

Tell, 


so. When the attaché roll was 
being made up, N—— (naming an As- 


semblyman whose identity it is not 
necessary to disclose,) came to me and 


upon it. I was and am against such 
practices, and I told him I had not goai- 
ten to the point where I looked upon the 
State Treasury as a legitimate source 
of that kind of revenue. He answered 
that he was going to place some one 
on the roll: ‘that the others were zo- 
ing to do the same, and that it was 
considered to be all right—urging me 
to follow the custom. I could have 
named A—— there, who is a thoroughly 
competent man, and he would have 
been entitled to his mileage, but, as I 
say. I don’t believe in making State 
patronage a matter of personal con- 
venience and I declined. N—— put his 
father upon the roll, and his brother 
named some one else. When the dis- 
closures about Duckworth's doings 
came out I denounced him personally, 
and on the day of the vote I was on the 
very verge of voting against him. but 
when I saw these members whom he 
had assisted to patronage and to 
mileage, arise in their seats and heap 
condemnation upon him, I could not 
find justice in it, and I was swerved 
from my original intention, and voted 
in favor of him as against them.”

Grant represents 
the only force that can “successfully 
compete with rajlroadism and bossism.

I do not intend by any means to in- 
timate that ¢he anti-Burns legislators 
outside of Grant's. support are not 
guided by principte, but there are vari- 
dus Shades and degrees of human con- 
sistency, and I believe that Grant’s 
men possess the quality of steadfast- 
ness for principle, which is the essence 
of loyalty, in greater degree than those 
of any other camp. However, to get 
back to the beginning, while there is 
all this rubbing around within the 
ties that hind. there is no loose end 
to the string that can be pulled to dis- 
unite them all, unless it may chance 
to be ‘the conference booked for tomor- 
row. 

But I have talked with many of the 
legislators who will attend that meet- 
ing, and they do not seem to have so 
much of confidence in it as of hope. 
Riv the terms of the call, as drawn 
Kby Senator Dickinson, there seems to 
be little that can. be discussed ex- 
cept the possibility of a union of 
all camps (meaning a secrifice of can- 
didates) and a resultant caucus. The 
merits of no particular candidate can 
be advocated, it is announced, and no 
action taken shall be binding, both 
of which stipulations naturally point 
to a caucus at which something defin- 
ite can be reached. Many of the mem-

eonsequence some unexpected devel- 
opments may arise, 
One thing outside of the deadlock 


that impresses newcomers is the ina- 
bility of Burns to make headway in 
this, his latest ambition; and consid« 
eration of,the other factors in the fight 
has led to some speculation. as to 
whether he cannot make capital by 
withdrawing. Burns's personal traits 
have to be taken into account in any 
discussion as to a withdrawal, and, 
strange to say, the picture that such 
of his following as I am on compara- 
tively familiar terms with, indicates 
that Burns is not hungering after the 
toga.

upon making him a candidate. But 
\ hile they tell these stories, with 
reen.ing belief, they drop no hint of 


anv intention on his part, to withdraw. 

Is Dan Burns vindictive? His fea- 
tures and manner would say that he 
is. Then, how expect him to yield un- 
til he has gained some kind of satis- 
faction? Is he a man of decision? He 
must be, if a good hater, and all ac- 
countS seem to agree that he is a man 
to make up his mind somewhat more 
slowly than the average man, bfit yet 
with sufficient rapidity to save him 
from the label “over-cautious.” Then 
why has he remained all these weeks 
exposed to ridicule from the opposi- 
tion and pressure from adverse ele- 
ments on his own side because he has 
not captured the prize he is seeking? 
Burns must have some. definite plan in 
mind, and I am wondering if I have 
found it. 

There is but one vote in the Legis- 
lature today for Morris M. Estee. That 
vote is cast by Assemblyman Owen 
Wade of Napa, the patriarch of the 
Assembly, a man of much experience 
as a legislator and of considerable per- 
sonal dignity. There is another man of 
considerable personal influence, though 
of cpposite political faith and outside 
of the Legislature, who is interested 
in Estee. 1 refer to Jesse 
There js a quiet, a very quiet move- 
ment going on in the Legislature 
looking to Democratic support for Ks- 
tee if a break from party lines must 
be made. But. above all. who is Es- 
tee’s closest politica! friend? Who has 
assisted him in his fights in the past? 
Dan Burns. Would it be strange to 
see Burns give up his desire for per- 
sonal vengeance in behalf of his friend- 
ship, his love of power and his desire 
to name the avinner? 
gestion for what it is worth, mereiy 
remarking, en passant, that severzsl 
Republicans with whom I have talked 
admit that they would vote for Estee 
if he were indeed a candidate.

The Gen- 
eral Appropriation Bill is on special file 
in the Assembly, and when that is dis- 
posed of and the “Tax Levy Bill is made 
up and pased, there is no reason why 
the Legislature should not say its little 
prayer and go to bed. That is, after 
a Senator is elected. Chairman Valen- 
tine has kept his word, as told to the 
Times correspondent, for he has cut 
the appropriations in the big bill over 
$200,000 from the Controller's estimates, 
The total of appropriations is $5,097,704, 
as against $5,543,000 in the bill of two 
years ago. Budd vetoed a number 
of items in the latter bill,. reducing it 
considerably, but Gov. Gage will be 
able to surpass his showing for econ- 
omy, if he continues to hold the Legis- 
lature down. The State Printing Office 
is not exactly satisfied with provisions 
made for it, though the plan of allow- 
ing each State department a fixed sum 
for printing which must not be ex- 
ceeded, meets with approval. There 
will) undoubtedly be a fight on the 


_ floor to increase the appropriations for 


the district. fairs, which have been cut 
more than any other items. 

The allowances for Southern Cali- 
fornia institutions have been fairly 
liberal, to-wit.: For support of South, 
ern California State Hospital, $223,7 
for transportation of prisoners to State 
prisons and of children committed to 
Whittier State School and to the Pres- 
ton School of Industry, $62,000; for sun- 


port 6f Whittier school, $120,400: for 
Los Angeles Normal School, $107,340; 


San Diego Normal School, $56,790, and 
Sixth District Agricultural Society, 
$4500. Appropriations for new buildings 
or improvements are included in sen- 
arate bills now in the two houses. The 
Governor has vetoed several bills, ask- 
ing for money for various purposes, 
and the Senate and Assembly, taking 
the warning, are pruning demands. Yet 
there is a penchant for attachés, and 
every now and then some member 
comes up smiling with a resolution to 
pay somebody for: something, whether 
it is regularly authorized work or not. 
Assemblyman Wade won deserved ap- 
pleuse the other day for a neat little 
speech in behalf of old John Kofod, the 
one-armed veteran, who has ben an at- 
taché of the several legislatdres . for 
nearly a quarter of a century. John, 
as he is familiarly called, is one of the 
handiest men about the building, and 
has an inexhaustible fund of anecdotes 
about men and measures of davs gone 
by. He failed to get a place this ses- 
sion, but went ‘on doing whatever the 
members found for him to do, and 
there was not a little satisfaction when 
Wade secured substantial recognition 
of his services from the State. The cu- 
rious are wondering how the Chief Ex- 
ecutive will reconcile an appropriation 
of $50.000 for a Governor's ‘‘mansion” 
with his ideas of economy. 

There has been a rumor afloat that 
an investigation may be made into the 
handling of certain funds by Adit.- 
Gen. Barrett. The United States gov- 
ernment reimbursed California in the 
sum of $83,311. some time ago, for ex- 
penses incurred in fitting out volun- 
teers for the war with Spain. Gov. 
Budd deposited $44,474 with the State 
Treasurer, accompanied by a statement 
fram Gen. Barrett sho:wine how he 
had expended the balance, $38,887. Con- 
troller Colgan refused to order the 
$44,474 turned into the State Treasury. 
because he was not satisfied with Bar- 
rett’s expense account. which is said 
to include expensive wines and trips to 
Washington by Barrett. and another 
of the Governor's staff. Last week. on 
motion of Assemblyman Lundquist, a 
resolution was adopted asking the 
Controller if salaries for Budd's staff 
and for clerk hire in Barrett’s office 
had been paid out of the appropriation 
for armory, rents and other expenses 
of the National Guard proper. is 
claimed that the Controllér’s reply will 
show that the latter was the case, and 
that investigation may follow. .. 

The County Government Bill is lMkely 
to be a scurce of trouble in more Ways 
than one. Over a week ago Attarney 
Peixotto came here from San Fra@- 
cisco, representing Sheriff Martin‘and 
other officials chosen at the last elec. 
tion, and asked Senator Morehouse, 
chairman of the Senate County Govern- 
ment Committee, for an amendment 
to the bill so as to give these San Fran- 
cisco officials a four-vear tenure of 
office, though Assemblyman © Rickard 
declared such amendment would bo of 
no use, as the terms of the new char- 
ter would prevail. On the 24th inst.. it 
is said, the committee agreed to put the 
amendment in the bill, but, although it 
now appears there, Morehouse. Curtin, 
Ashe and Davis, members of the com- 
mittee, and Clerk Ballentine declave 
the committee did not authorize its in- 
sertion in the bill, and were, in fact. 
opposed to its adoption. It is alleged 


this connection by somebody as yet 
unknown. The amendments placed in 
the bill were put in in such shape that 
it was withdrawn in the Assembly: for 
repairs. 

Among the general provisions of the 
bill are the following: Boards of €a- 
pervisors must furnish county clerks 
with clerical assistance necessary to 
register voters, and _ registration is 
placed under county clerks’ direction: 
the fund of all counties for advertising 
their resources and promoting: immi- 
gration is fixed at $3000. Heretofore 
counties below the second class got 
$2000 for the purpose.- Boards of Su- 
pervisors are required to fix annually. 
a rate at which the delinquent tax list: 
shall be printed in neWspapers and to 
award the contract at or below that 
rate, which does away with the lowest- 
bidder proposition. Coroners may ap- 
point what deputies they need. County 
treasurers ‘are restrained from 
ing county funds, and the banks they 
deposit in mast give bond in double 
the ambunt of the deposits they re- 
ceive. Justices of the peace are put 
on a salary basis, and in townships af 
more than 20,000 inhabitants they will 
get $150 a month for trying criminal 
cases; in townships of over 5000, $125; 
over 3000, $90, etc.

“The bills lately passed are: For tom- 
pulsory education; fixing the tenure of 
office of Territorial officials at two 
years: abolishing the Territorial Loan 
Commission: increasing license tax on 
pack peddlers; defining the four judi- 
cial districts of the Territory and fix- 
ing the time for holding court in each; 
permitting the transfer of school chil- 
dren from one district to another; re- 
lating to registration in incorporated 
cities: abolishing’ the -law creating 
county commissioners of immigration. 


|.- The past week has developed a deal 


of legislation affecting agriculture. 
Perhaps the most important bill is that 
exempting reservoir enterprises from 


taxation for fifteen years. It has 
passed the House, though at first 
tabled. under a misapprehension, 


through the vote of a member from a. 
farming section. Another exemption. 
bill releases beet sugar plantations 
and “works from _ taxation. Gov. 
Murphy's message on the subject has 
been followed by the introduction of 
several bills that incline to the views 
of the Executive, and seek title to all 
the arid land now owned by Uncle Sam 
within Arizona. Council Memorial No. 
3. now with the Memorials Committee 
of that body, asks of Congress all the 
arid lands in the Territory, to be used 
for the purpose of “encouraging -irri- 
gation enterprises.’””’ Brown of*Mari- 
copa has presented a measure fcr the 
appointment by the Territorial Chief 
Justice of an irrigation commission of 
three members, who shall confer with 
Congress on water storage questions, 
appointment by the Governor of an 
irrigation commission of three mem- 
bers. Goldberg has a bill somewhat of 


ifornia, providing for the organization 
of irrigation districts for the construc- 
tion of water reservoirs and regu‘ating 
the charge of service’ therefrom. 
Councilman Udall seeks the _ creation 
of the office of Territorial Engineer, 
and in the House Mr. Donau has a bill 
of much the same import. Mr, Ben- 
ham has a “by request’ bill for the 
appointment of a hay inspector and 
Mr. Peterson one concerning proper 
restraint of loose animals where no 
fence law exists. 

The Goldberg Freight Tariff Bill ap- 
peared to have a fair chance of pas- 
sage in the Council, where it had been 
amended at the request of nearly ev- 
ery membér, but it met with defeat. 
Though it cut local freight rates away 
down, it seemed to have stimulated 
little opposition and only mild support. 
Saturday it was reported in the lobby 
that Judge Sterry had wired from Los 
Angeles that: his’ company would be 
compelled to reduce wages on its Ari- 
zona sections should the bill pass. Mur- 
phy’s Bill to reduce’ passenger fares 
will also fail, though the rate has been 
raised by committee to 5 cents per 
mile. The present maximum rate is 6 
cents, though most of the lines charge 
from 4% to 5 cents for local traffic. 

Somewhat involved with these bil 
was one by Parr of Navajo. Mr. Parr 
lives et Winslow, where the Santa Fé 
has division headquarters, and large 
shops. The bi!'l provided that corpora- 
tions that paid no taxes shou'd have no 
protection from peace officers. It was 
aimed perticularly at his hcme co pora- 
ticn. which now, backed by a decision 
of the United States Supreme Court, 
is free from assessment on its right-of- 
wav. Bvt the bill was killed by a vote 
of 16 to 6. Interesting in this connec- 
tion. as well, is the fact that three of 
the legislators are known to have re- 


| turned the railway annuals sent them 


by the roads in Arizona. 

There is at last no doubt that this 
Legislature is unalterahly opposed to 
any measure seeking the more thor- 
ough assessment or Jarger taxaticn of 
mines. One bullion tex bill had been 
slaughtered in the House, with plenty 
of votes to spare, and two others are 
buried in committee. The Phocnix Ga- 
zette calls the whole effort to tax 
mines merelv a ‘“‘masquerade.”’ and as- 
serts that $200 a herd is all it cost tre 
mine-owners to kneck out the obrox- 
iovs measure. 

Bunch, in the Council, has introduced 
a. bill similar to that being pushed by 
Ashurst in the House, exempting new 
railroads from. taxaticen for fifteen 
years. A bill by Peterson similarly ex- 
empts new toll roads. 

The session has known a conspicu- 
ous lack of oratory. There really had 
been no speeches till Chaplain Scott 
started an oration schedule for three 
hours. on the vice of gambling. The

Rasmus Miller Pinced the Muzzle 
of a Shotgun in His Mouth and 
Touched Off the Trigger With 
‘His Feet. 


Rasmus Miller, a veteram of the 
civil war, committed suicide in a hor- 
rible manner at his humble home on 
Minerva street, near Santa Fé ave- 


nue, Sunday —afternoon,but the Arag-. 


edy was not ‘discovered till tWenty- 
four hours afterward. 

Miller was 58 years old and lived 
alone in a little shack near the river, 
where he kept a few chickens and 
eked out an existence on a persion 
which he drew from the government. 
He was a quiet man and kept much 
apart from his last 
time he was seen alive was.on Sunday 
afternoon, when he called at the house 
of a neighbor named Briton. He ap- 
peared to be all right then and soon 
returned to his homé. 

About 5 o’clock Sunday aftérnoon 
_Mr. Briton heard the report of a gun- 
in the direction of Miller’s house, but 
thought nothing of it, as shooting is 
of frequent occurrence in that out- 
of-the-way section of the city. 

Another close neighbor of Miller was 
a colored man named Smith, who can 
neither read nor write.: The old sol- 
dier kindly acted as amanuensis for 
Smith whenever the latter had any 
business to attend to which required 
a literary effort. About 4 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon Smith went to Mil- 
ler’s house with an old almanac which 
he desired to consult regarding the 
proper phase of the moon, during which 
to do certain work. He found the 
old soldier’s cabin securely locked and 
observed no signs of life about the 
premises, 

Smith communicated these facts to 
Briton, and the two then . proceeded 
to make an investigation. Through 
one of the windows. they were able 


_.to see Miller’s dead body, seated up- 


right. upon _ his cot, 
wound in-the head. . 

They notified the Coroner, and about 
5 o’clock Deputy Coroner Strubel and 
Undertaken Howry repaired to the 
scene. 

When the door of the cabin was 
forced, a most sickening odor rushed 
out. The body was in a bad state of 
decomposition, indicating that, the old 
man must have shot himself Sunday 
evening, when Briton heard the re- 
port of a gun. 

The deed was accomplished with a 
shotgun, the butt of which the old man 
had placed on the ‘floor between his

feet long, which he had run. cross- 
wise through the trigger guard.

The body was removed to Howry’s 
morgue, where an inquest will be held 
today. 

Miller had no known relatives here. 
His pension papers show that he was 
a native of Denmark. .

TWO STIRRING DEVELOPMENTS IN 
THE WATER CAMPAIGN. 


San Pasqual Company’s Offer to the 
City—Negcotirtions for Sale of 
Local Water Plarnts—Asperity in 


Council Chamber—Moody Mect- 
ings—Board of Trade. 
PASADENA, Feb. 28.—[Regular  Corre- 


Bpondence.] The waters have been stirred 
again, and there were two important un- 
foldings today in the campaign for muni- 
cipal ownership. The first wus the offer 
of the San Pasqual Water Company, a de- 
velopment corporation, to sell to the city 
- the Chapman ranch and 400 inches of water 
for $400,000, as filed by their secretaries with 
the City Trustees this morning. The sec- 
ond is the announcement tonight that ne- 
gotiations are pending for the purchase of 
the two local water distributing companies, 
which control the city’s entire supply, to 
this same San Pasqual ‘Water Company. _ 
As the San Pasqual Company hoids lands 
pn which a large amount of water may be 
developed, their offer will undoubtedly re- 


ceive serious attention from the City Fathers, 


although their price ‘is regarged as very 
much too high. ‘If this company. should 
succeed in gobbling up the east-side and 
west-side distributing plants, it would seem 
as if they would have the city in a pocket, 
as municipal ownership could then_ be 
brought about only by dealing with the San 
Pasqual people or building entirely new 
works. The indications are, however, that 
with the public sentiment of Pasadena so 
thoroughly understood, nobody will attempt 
a snap game, but the problem will be 
worked out in a business-like spirit by all 
concerned. The City Fathers have fully 
decided that the municipality wants to buy 
water and waterworks, too, if it can buy 
them right. Plans have simmered down 
to questions of methods and price. 

The offer of the San Pasqual Company is 
to sell to the city for the sum of $400,000, to 
be paid in bonds, ‘696 acres cf  water- 
bearing land (about 300 acres being in bear- 
ing to oranges, wainuts and alfalfa, the 
balance being what is commonly known as 
wash, but in fact the most valuable for 
water purposes,) together with 400 miners’ 
inches of water, developed and at the sur- 
face, quantity guaran.eed or no sale; furcher 
the right to develop as much more water as 
may be needed.”’ The promoters go on to 
say that this land, known as the Chapman 
ranch,, lying due east of the city, can be 
Made at a small expense into a beautiful 
park. 

The offer came as a surprise to the Trus- 
tees, although a similar proposition, on 
different terms, had been made before, and 
they referred the whole matter to a Special 
Water Committee without debate. Mayor 
Patten, Who is 6né of the directofs of the 
San Pasqual Company, stated, in reply to a 
question, that 140 inches of water had al- 
ready been developed on the ranch. 

TRUSTEES’'S .OTHER DOINGS. 

Considerable asperity was shown in the 
meeting of the City Trustees today over a 
resolution calling for the dismissal. of Al 
Tyler-from the fire department, because he 

had recently been fined in the Recorder's 

urt for assisting in the operation of a 
‘‘blind pig.’”’ The resolution was offered 
by Trustee Hoag, who said the city should 
not keep on its pay-roll a man who had 
violated a city ordinance wilfully. The 
city should not encourage violators of its 
own ordinances by employing .and paying 
them, he maintained, 

City Attorney Wright said he thought the 
young man excusable, as he _ had only 
technically violated the law, and had been 
employed at the barroom raided, but a day 
or two. He is a young man of good habits, 
he said, and tor family reasons should not 
be dismissed at this time.

“Lt mean that you represent a brewery,” 
persisted Trustee Hoag. 

City Attorney Wright replied that he also 
represented an electric light company, but 
that wag no reason why the city’s interests 
should suffer at his hands. Trustee Hoag 
~ charged him with having neglected sali-nt 
points in the Belle Gohn case, but the City 
Attorney said he would not continue the 
discussion in the Council chamber. Mr. 
Hoag’s resolution was lost—and the city, 
therefore, will continue on its pay-roll a man 
convicted: of violating its ordinances. 

Attorney G. A. Gibbs, to whom was re- 
ferred the matter of prosecuting the old 
tase against Dr. W. H. Prittie, reported 
that the principal witness is gone, it would 
be impossible to convict under the circum- 
stances, and, therefore, the case had been 
dismissed from the docket, on his motion.

Contractor Heldmaier Talks of Har. 
ber Work—Gedney’s Orders. 
SAN PEDRO, Feb. 28.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] E..Heldmaier, contractor for 
ihe breakwater, said today that he had sent 
for J. W. Wyckoff, who has been employed 
on important werk on Lake Superior, to 
come and assume the general superintendence 

of the harbor work - here. 

“Mr. Wyckoff will do the work which 
would have been done by Mr. Neu, had he 
lived,’ said Mr.- Heldmaier. “Mr. Anun- 
sen will continue in charge of the opera- 
tions, as at present. 

“Yes; I have heard about the lumber for 
more barges. l have received a telegram 
‘from the North announcing that another in- 
stallment of lumber will he loaded on the 
first vessel that is available. The con- 
Struction of the two barges now building 
on Terminal Island will doubtless keep the 
men now employed on them busy until lum- 
ber for the building~ of more barges has 
arrived. I hope to have one of the barges 
completed by April 19, and the other by 
April. 15. The Llewellyn Iron Works of 
Los Angeles has the contract for the metal 
fittings, which are to form part of the-ap- 
paratus for flooding the water compart- 
} ments in the barges and causing them to 
tilt so as to dump their deck loads of rock.” 

“Will you be able to do enough work. on 
the breakwater within the first year from 
the commencement of your contract to earn 
the first year’s apprepriation?”’ 

“I do not expect we shall; but I sea no 
reason why the unearned portion of the 
first year’s appropriation may not be used 
for the payment of additional work done 
during the second year of the contract.” 

WORK OF THE GEDNBY. 

United States steamer Gedney of the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, Capt. Westdahl, which 
vessel is at this port, is under orders to 
make a resurvey of certain portions of the 
inner and outer harbors. The new survey 
is to extend from the red beacon on the 
easterly side of the inner harbor southerly 
about Dead Man’s Island. The work wilil 
also include soundings over tile bar out- 
side the entrance to the inner harbor and a 
survey along thoze parts of the coust 
which are to be the northerly and westerly 
sides of the outer harbor. The prosecution 
of the work will depend somewhat on the 
weather. If that is favorable it can 
probably be completed within two or three 
weeks. The shore line of the outer harbor 
site is said not to have been previously 
surveyed by the Coast Survey sitice 1870. 

SEA GULL QUESTION. 

The people here who are interested in 
the proposed county ordinance protecting sca 
gulls have discovered unexpected cpposition 
in the taxidermistS of Los Angeles. It ap- 
pears that when the question came up be- 
fore the Supervisors for hearing, the taxi- 
dermists were there to present their case, 
but by” some oversight nobody from San 
Pedro was on hand to argue the other side 
of the proposition. It is said that a few 
years ago there were thousands of the 
gulls about here, but that now the number 
has, on account of the unrestricted killing 
of them, been reduced to a few hundred. The 
birds are valuable because of their cleaning 
up the large quantities of fish refuse de- 
posited in the inner harbor. It has been 
suggested that the slaughter of the birds 
may be checked, even under the existing 
conditions. There is a city ordinance pro- 
hibiting the discharge of firearms, and that 
can be made to prevent shooting the birds 
on the west side of the inner harbor. If 
the birds are much further molested cn the 
east side, which is outside the municipality, 
they are pretty sure to take ‘to the other 
side of the water, where the gunners will 
have little opportunity of getting them.

Jury Completed and’ Testimony In- 
troduced Regarding the Killing: 
of Jack Grigsby—Fruit-mrowers 
Picased — Heavy Pianting of 
Sugar Deets at Alamitos. 


SANTA ANA, Feb. 28. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The courtroom ws not: large 
enough today to accommodate the crowd that 
assembled to. bear the evidence in the trial 
of T. J. Cook, charged with the murder of 
Jack Grigsby. Yesterday a special venire of 
fifteen names wag issued, from which the at- 
torneys were expected today to complete the 
jury, but this number was found inadequate 
aud another venire was issued: this morning 
for six more jurors, made returnable at 
once. This was done and the jury was com- 
pleted a’ fow minutes before noon. Upon the 
opening of the afternoon session the taking 
of evidence was begun. Dr. F. A. Wilson of 
Westminster testified that on the date of the 
murder he was called to attend the woundec 
man: that he found Grigsby lying at the side 
of the road south of Weasgminster, shot 
thrcugh the abdomen and through the neck. 
He considered the abdominal wound fatal. 

Tom Graham, who was with Grigsby at the 
time the latter was shot, testified that while 
they were loading. potatoes Cook and Waters 


came driving up; that Grigsby said: “Get 
out of that cart, Cook, and ‘give an account 
of yourself for insulting my wife.’ He then 
recounted the conversation that led to the 
shooting, adding that Cook shot when 
Grigsby turned to run, and then Cook shot 


again, Grigsby falling this time; that witness 
asked Cook to let him take his horse and 
cart to go for a doctor, but Cook refused; 
that he then asked him to let Waters go for 
a doctor, to which Cook assented; that wit- 
ness went for assistance, leaving Cook alone 
with Grigsby. Graham further testified that 
Grigsby had no weapon of any kind on his 
persom that he could see. Wpon cross-cxami- 
nation Graham said that it was customary 
for Grigsby to carry a pistol with him when 
he left home to market his ‘crops; that 
Grigsby had no pistol on his person at the 
time Cook shot him; that the scabbard found 
on his wagon after the, shootint was the 
property of Jack Nicholson, and that it had 
been handed to him by his wife just before 
he left home on the day of the shocting, for 
him to return to its owner; that Dave Nich- 
olson did not place Grigsby’s pistol in his 
(Graham's) wagon just before the teams 
started from the house after noon. Graham 
was still on the stand at 4 p.m.

RANDSBURG. 


Yellow Aster Will Double its Output. 
General Development. 
RANDSBURG, Feb. 26. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The new mill of the Yellow As- 
ter Company is pounding day and night. The 
mill was started about a week ago and is a 
model of. what can be. done in the way of 
the latest machinery for saving the precious 


mé¢tals. The mill is situated just below the 
main workings of the Yellow Aster mines 
and about tralf a mile above Randsburg 


proper. It is on the eastern slope of Rand 
Guich, is built in the strongest manner, with 


heavy timbers, and is covered with heavy 

corrugated iron for roof and sides. All floors | 
are of cement, and the mill is painted inside | 
and out, giving it a finished appearance. The | 


‘machinery is of the best and latest-improved, 
and it is thoroughly equipped with the best 4 
e mill was built by | 


goid-saving apparatus. 
the Union Iron Works of San Franciseo. and 
its cost complete was something lika $59,000. 
This does not include the water station, with 
its costly pumping apparatus, nor the six 
miles of five-inch pipe-line which brings the 
water to the mill. These, with their attach- 
ments and tanks, cost as much more, so that 
it is safe to say the outlay of the Yellow 
Aster péople, outside of any work done on 
the mines, exceeds $109,000. This has all been 
taken from the mines in addition to the cost 
of developing them, as no outside money has 
at any time been put into them. The com- 
pany will now double their former output of 
ore and will crush 159 tons per day, which 
means a doubled production of bullion and 
an increased wage roll of $19,000 or $15,000 a 
month. 

In the development of other properties here 
some good indications have 
cently. One in Fiddler's Guich shows a fif- 
teen-foot ledge of ore and all of it prospects. 
Out toward the Black Hawk M. Page Minor 
is getting some excellent ore from the Golden 
Glance mine, and there are three or four ad- 
jacent properties that prospect well. Atkin- 
son, on the Sunshine, has recently milled five 
tons which went $2% per ton. The new mill 
at the Black Hawk is about ready to run. 
Their pipe-line is in and the water connec- 
tion made. This is the mill formerly at Cud- 
daback Lake. | 

Out in the Slate Range, north of here, there 
is a great deal of activity among the miners 
and a number of fine prospects are being de- 
veloped. Messrs. Pridham & Quinn of the 
Eureka mill have associated E. M. Dineen 
with them and have removed their cyanide 
plant to Montgomery’s, in Pleasant Cafion, 
about four miles above Pallerat, in the Pana- 
mint country. -There is a pile of tailings 
there which is estimated to contain $25,000. 
and after working them up there are several 
other piles in that neighborhood to work. 
Their stamp mill ‘wil remain in Randsburg 
and their cyanide plant will be returned here 
after the work is finished at Panamint.
